Neglect is Leading Form of Child Abuse in County 


(Edlitor’s note: This is the first of a two-part series on child 
abuse in Crawford County. Articles this week took at physical 
neglect and assistance available. Next week: criminal 
sexual child abuse.)

The Children’s Protective Services office in 
Crawford County received approximately 160 
child abuse referrals in 1988 and 87 so far in 1989. 
‘*Child abuse has been increasing statewide for 
the past ten years,’ said Robert Porter, Office 
Director at the Grayling office of the Depart- 


‘ment of Social Services, ‘‘and Crawford County 


is no exception.’’ 

The two most prevalent types of child abuse in 
Crawford County (about 90 percent of all refer- 
rals) are physical neglect and criminal sexual 
assault, stated James Lawless, a Children’s Pro- 
tective Service Worker. 


Physical neglect is the most common abuse re- 
ferral received by CPS. Lawless explained that 


these referrals usually always involve some. 


form of parental neglect. The two most common 
forms of neglect involve the lack of basic house- 
keeping skills and inadequate parental super- 
vision of young children, putting the children at 
physical risk. 


Lawless said that the majority of his ‘dirty. 


house’ referrals involve accumulated garbage 
inside the house, animal feces on the floor, ex- 
posed broken glass from windows, or unprotect- 
ed woodburning stoves. 

Inadequate parental supervision, said 
Lawless, is usually the result of ignorance re- 
garding acceptable child management skills, or 
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AuSabis Canoes Marathon Aims at *40,000 Budget 


The outlook is generally good for 
continued growth and improve- 
ment of the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon in 1989, though more 
volunteer participation is needed. 
A local committee has been work- 
ing for several months to plan the 
event and a joint Grayling-Oscoda 
Board of Directors meets monthly 
for overall Marathon planning. 

Grayling State Bank and Citizens 
Banking Corporation will again be 
Associate Sponsors of the Mara- 
thon. Grayling State Bank, an af- 
fillate of Citizens Banking Corpora- 
tion, has been a strong supporter 
for many years and an Associate 
Sponsor for several years. Other 
sponsorship details are pending. 

Consumers Power Company, the 
U.S. Forest Service and Crawford 
County Sheriff's Department are 
among the organizations who this 
year have offered additional assis- 
tance to the Marathon committee. 
Details will be announced later. 

The 1989 Marathon will start on 
Saturday evening, July 29. The 
sprints for position will take place 
on Friday afternoon at Penrod’s 
Canoe Livery. The committee 
hopes to repeat last year’s $25,000 
purse, which was the largest in 
North America. 

The anticipated 1989 Marathon 
budget is approximately $40,000. 
Most of this money is raised in the 
local communities, with sponsor- 
ship commitments providing the 
balance. Much of the money raised 
locally comes from the sale of Pro- 
gram Book ads. Grayling area 1989 
Program Ad sales have recently 
begun. 

Many 1989 Marathon changes 


and improvements will involve 
“fine-tuning” of various aspects of 
the race, such as publicity, safety, 
officiating, souvenir sales and 
racer hospitality. Individual com- 
mittees have been formed to ad- 
dress each of these areas. 
JUDGES NAMED 

Jay Stephan and Joe Wakeley, of 
Grayling, and John Cook, of Grand 
Rapids and a long-time race ob- 
server and times-keeper, have 
been named as the 1989 Marathon 
Judges Committee. The Judges 
develop guidelines for officiating 
the Marathon and are called on to 
rule in the event of alleged rules 
violations. 

The AuSable Milltown Festival 
Committee and the Marathon com- 
mittee are cooperating fully in 
jointly publicizing the weekend's 
events. Though the Marathon re- 
ceived good downstate TV and 
newspaper coverage last year, the 


‘joint committees anticipate re- 


ceiving tmproved local and down- 
state media coverage as a result of 
their combined efforts. 

200 VOLUNTEERS 

The size and complexity of 
staging the Marathon have in- 
creased signficiantly over the last 
several years. Much greater volun- 
teer participation is needed to 
stage a safe and successful event of 
this magnitude. Ideally, over two 
hundred volunteers will eventually 
participate in some way in staging 
the 1989 Marathon. 

Among those who have already 
pitched in to make the 1989 Mara- 
thon a success is Timing Chairman 
Tom Brooks. He is recruiting a suf- 
ficient nurmber of volunteers who 


will be trained in advance to 
properly time the Marathon and 
serve as Official Observers. 

Though response to an early win- 
ter request for additional volunteer 
assistance was favorable, addi- 
tional participation is needed and 
will be gladly welcomed. Assis- 
tance is needed in such areas as 
sales of Program Book Ads, raffle 
tickets and/or souvenir merchan- 
dise, plus racer hospitality, pre- 
race and race-day logistics.

North Gentral Area C.U. 
Pians Branch Office Here 


The North Central Area Credit 
Union is planning to build a branch 
office in Grayling. 

Dan Witkowski, General Man- 
ager of the Roscommon-basod 
credit union, said that the new 
branch office is being built in re- 
sponse to a number of requests by 
members and non-members in the 
Grayling area. He said that the 
Grayling office will also better 
serve NCACU members from Gay- 
lord, Mio, and Fairview. The new 
office will be built on Clyde Street, 
across the street from Mercy Hos- 
pital. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
their March 13th meeting, unani- 
mously approved the rezoning of 

five city lots from residential-1 to 
Office-Service. 

The NCACU is currently nego- 
tiating the acquisition of six city 
lots (one was aiready zoned O-S) 


that includes the old Morency 
property on the corner of Rose and 
Ogemaw Streets owned by Dr. 
Modesto Lorenzo and the Ameri- 
cana Motel owned by Grace Dopp 
Wegner. Witkowski said that 
closure of the purchases should be 
completed by the second week in 
April with construction on the 
$150,000 office building to begin in 
June. 


“We have wanted to build a 
branch office in Grayling for some 
time now,’’ said Witkowski, ‘‘both 
for the convenience to our Grayling 
members, and for the opportunity 
for growth." 

Besides the Roscommon office, 
NCACU has a branch office at 
Houghton Lake. 

Witkowski anticipates that the 
Grayling Office will be open by late 
October or early November.

some type of substance abuse. 

“Substance abuse has broad reaching affects 
on the family unit,’’ Lawless stated. “Their 
money goes to the liquor store, leaving no money 
to purchase food, clothing, or pay the heating 
bill.” He said that parents who are drunk or 
stoned often drive with their children in the car, 
and are usually incapable of providing adequate 
supervision, especially in families where there 
are small children, or children who require 
special medical attention. 


The remaining 10 percent of child abuse cases 
consist of physical, emotional and mental abuse. 

‘Crawford County has a low rate of physical 
abuse cases where chiidren receive severe last- 
ing injuries, requiring medical treatment,” said 
Porter. ‘‘Emotional and mental abuse referrals 
are extremely difficult to substantiate,”’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘because CPS would first have to prove 
that the child had sustained emotional or mental! 
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damage, and then be able to pinpoint responsi- 
bility to an exact source.”’ 


“There are so many influential factors in a 
child’s life,’’ said Lawless, ‘‘proving that a par- 
ent or any single source is the major contributing 
cause, is tough. To my knowledge, it has never 


s been attempted in Crawford County.”’ 


FRIENDS, NEIGHBORS, RELATIVES 
Children’s Protective Services receives most 


} of its referrals from friends, neighbors, and rela- 


tives who are familiar with problems within a 
family that present a risk to the children. Refer- 
rals are also received from schools, hospitals 
and physicians, and the police. 

Once a referral has been screened, and deter- 
mined to be appropriate under CPS guidelines, 
the case goes to either Lawless or Robert Farr, 
CPS Workers in Crawford County. Lawless said 
that the state requires that an investigation be 
started within 24 hours to determine whether 
there is credible information to ascertain 
whether the child is at risk of harm from either 
abuse or negiect. This investigation must be 
completed within 14 calendar days of receipt of 
the referral, 

‘‘Following the investigation, if CPS feels that 
the child is at sufficient risk of harm,’’ said Law- 
less, ‘‘we will begin trying to ameliorate the 
cause of the harm by providing assistance to the 
parents to lessen the risk to the child.”’ 


GOALIS REDUCE RISK WHILE 
KEEPING CHILD IN HOME 

The goal of the Children's Protective Services 
is to reduce the risk of harm to children while 
keeping the children in the home, Porter said. 
The children receive help, as CPS helps the par- 
ents. Only as a last recourse does CPS petition 
the court to have a child removed from the home. 

‘‘A lot of people have the mistaken impression 
that we (protective services workers) win points 
or get bonuses if we pull a kid from the home,’' 
said Lawless, ‘‘as if that is our goal. When CPS 
has to petition for the removal of a child from his 
home,’’ he stated, ‘‘it means that everything we 
have tried previousiy has been unsuccessful.’ 


“The successful case is the one where the child 
is not removed from the home,”' said Lawless. 
Removing a child is always a losing situation. In 
most cases it is a pretty trying experience for a 
child to have to go into a foster home, he said. 


Porter said that there are presently 19 child- 
ren, who by court order, are receiving foster 
care in the county. 

‘This number varies,'’ said Porter. ‘At times 
it has been very low and other times we have had 
as many as 30 children in foster care. The im- 
portant fact to remember in court ordered re- 
movals,'' he said, ‘‘is that il is CPS's goal to re- 
turn the child to the home as soon as it’s safe to 
do so. It is the law!”’ 


Protect 
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24 HOUR HOTLINE 

Children’s Protective Services not only re- 
ceives referrals, but also serves as a referring 
agency. 

CPS is currently attempting to screen all re- 
ferrals to enabble the agency to more effectively 
provide services where they are most needed. 
James Watson, Service Supervisor, and Porter 
sift through each referral, either assigning it to 
Lawless and Farr, or referring it on to a more 
qualified agency. 


‘‘We are extremely reluctant to discard any re- 
ferral we receive,’’ said Porter, ‘‘because there 
is always the chance that there is more than 
meets the eye.”’ 


Porter said that the screening process is neces- 
sary because the time frame mandated by the 
state for investigations and initial contacts 
makes it impossible to follow-up on every re- 
ferral the Grayling office receives. 

Many of the referrals are inappropriate for 
CPS, Porter said, and these referrals are sent on 
to Mental Health, the Public Health Department, 
or a substance abuse agency. 

The CPS is currently substantiating 30 to 35 
percent of all referrals. According to the Depart- 
ment of Social Services 1987-88 Biennial Report 
this level is slightly higher than the state’s 31 
percent. 

‘fhe Children’s Protective Services, Crawford 
County office is operating with the same staffing 
levels that it had eight or nine years, stated Law-

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Help is Available...... 


Assistance is provided to Crawford County 
families through the following contracted ser- 
vices, according to Jim Lawless, county DSS 
Child Protective Services worker. 

PARENT AIDE 

1. The services of a parent aide-homemaker 
can teach parents basic housekeeping skills, how 
to budget the family’s income, how to adequately 
care for children and acceptable disciplinary 
techniques. The parent aide-homemaker pro- 
vides ‘hands-on’ involvement, supporting and 
teaching parents the skills necessary to insure 
that the child's basic health and safety needs are 
provided for within the family unit. 

YOUTH SERVICE BUREAU 
2. The Youth Services Bureau's primary focus 


1s to work with families and children where the 
child's behavior is considered a major part of the 


problem in the home. 

“The Youth Services Bureau tries to smooth 
the water between the parent and child,” said 
Lawless, ‘‘and show parents how they might do a 
better job dealing with the child, while providing 
direct counseling to the child.”’ 


PSYCHOLOGIST 
3. CPS employs a limited licensed clinica) 
psychologist on an hourly basis to provide in- 
dividual and family counseling. He also provides 
CPS with psychological evaluations. 
RESPITE DAY CARE 
4, The Crawford-AuSable Day Care Center pro- 
vides respite day care, and teaches parent skill 
development to parents involved in CPS inter- 
vention. 
‘Many of the clients we work with,’’ said 
Porter, ‘‘are single parents who are virtually 


‘trapped and isolated with their children. They 


are involved in an ongoing one-on-one or one-on- 
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four or five with their children 24 hours each 
day.’’ He said that respite care offers parents a 
necessary break from their children, and an edu- 
cational and social experience for the children. 

Parents are scheduled for six sessions at the 
Center for a totel of 12-18 hours. They receive 
child management skills both by observing how 
the Center manages the children in their care, 
and during a daily evaluation period where par- 
ents are encouraged to discuss their experiences 
and problems regarding their children. 


MUST COMPLY 

Lawless stated that during CPS tntervention, 
parents must either voluntarily comply with the 
steps outlined by CPS to improve the health and 
safety conditions of the home environment by 
participating in assigned contracted services, or 
their cooperation can be mandated by a probate 
court order. 


Children’s Protective Services also has some 
lesser funded services available for a particular 
need not addressed by the services previously 
listed. These services might include finding 
household goods such as clothing, appliances, or 
furniture. When funding is avatlable CPS has 
also assisted with medical transportation and 
substance abuse evaluation. 

If a case is referred to CPS that does not fit into 
the agency’s guidelines because significant 
harm to a child does not exist, but extreme need 
is present either because of ignorance or lack of 
resources, it can be referred to a sub program 
entitled Prevention. In this program one or all of 
the contracted services are made available on a 
voluntary basis. 


The State of Michigan requires that CPS Work- 
ers complete their interventions within six 
months, but Lawless said that from 10 to 65 per- 
cent of their cases linger beyond the deadline. 

‘Lingering cases include those where goals 
have not been attained, or the case is stuck in 
court,’’ Lawless said, ‘‘or where some risk still 
exists for the child, even though progress has 
been mace and petitioning the court would be in- 
appropriate and neither would closure. These 
cases tend to become chronic.’

Taxpayers Giving 


Less To Stop 


Child Abuse 


With only days left 
before the April 17 tax 
income deadline, the 
news is not good for 
The Children’s Trust 
Fund (CTF) for the 
prevention of child 
abuse. CTF receives 
most of its support 
from donations made 
by taxpayers througha 
check-off box on the 
Michigan State income 
tax return, and the re- 
sults so far indicate 
that only half as many 
people are giving this 
year as gave last year. 

‘We're very. dis- 
appointed,’’ said David 
C. Mills, CTF execu- 
tive director. ‘‘We 
don’t know what to at- 
tribute these poor re- 
sults to. With over 
50,000 cases of child 
abuse reported last 
year, it’s hard for us to 
believe there aren't 
more people concerned 
about supporting child 
abuse prevention ef- 
forts.’”’ 

In the past six years 
that the voluntary con- 
tribution check-off for 
CTF has appeared on 
tax returns, only those 
taxpayers receiving a 
refund were allowed to 
donate by reducing the 
amount of their refund. 
A change on the 1888 
return allows, for the 
first time, both tax- 


payers receiving a re- 
fund and those who 
owe tax to contribute 
te CTF, 

The Children’s Trust 
Fund was established 
in 1982 as a permanent 
source of funding for 
local programs 
throughout the state 
that work to prevent 
child abuse and 
neglect. CTF provides 
grants to local organi- 
zations for programs 
such as sexual abuse 
prevention, pregnan- 
cy/newborn education 
programs, family re- 
source centers, parent- 
ing skills training 
courses and = support 
groups, and after- 
school programs for 
‘Jatch-key” children. 

‘These programs 
really work,’ said 
Mills. ‘While most 
programs provide af- 
ter-the-fact treatment 
of abuse, the CTF is a 
unique organization 
that works to prevent 
abuse and neglect be- 
fore it happens.”’

These are the types of questions 
about child abuse I frankly don’t 
care a damn about right now. 
There's too much action required 
right away to help children in 
Crawford County. Maybe a better 
time to talk about and debate some 
child abuse questions will be after 
we've put more energy into helping 
kids in our home town - children 
with names we know and faces we 
recognize. 


Yes, certain studies and debates 
about general topics do sometimes 
help solve a specific problem. But 
more often action speaks louder 
than words. Helping the more than 
100 children involved in child abuse 
cases reported in Crawford County 
in 1888 and 1989 is more important 
right now than discussing whether 
child abuse was worse in the past.

Notes from the Woods;

Spring is coming. She will arrive 
late, of course, as she does nearly 
every year. But I sense her tmmi- 
nent presence, slowly and _ se- 
ductively moving north to my coun- 
ty. She is in no hurry. But she is 
coming. 

Spring. My favorite season. 
Spring is fickle, tnconsistent, 
changeable, but I don’t mind. She 
behaves like a child playing hide- 
and-seek. Here, there, over the 
river, in the pine trees, by the side 
of the road, she calls to me to come 
and find her. But she scurries back 
to her hiding spot when I get close. 

I aHow Spring to behave this 
way, not because I have no choice, 
but because I can trust her. I can be 
patient. She is coming. 

This is the sweetest time of the 
year. School children will tell you 
that Summer is the best. My hus- 
band, the hunter and fisherman, 
loves Autumn. Skiers prefer Win- 
ter. But I love Spring. And I es- 
pecially love her right now, when 
she is still full of promise, with 
none of her brief beauty yet spent. 


For when Spring does arrive, she 
will be on a whirlwind blitz of a 
tour, But for my patience, she will 
leave me some gifts. Every year 
she gives me the same things. 
Every year I treasure’ them. 
Though her visit is brief, she is al- 
ways thoughtful. 

She takes the frost from the 
earth, so that I can work it with my 
shovel. In the compost pile, I will 
mix the remains of many winter 
meals with the decaying oak leaves 
and grass clippings. Then I will 
take the mixture to my garden and 
till the soil until it looks dark and 
rich and nearly edible itself. 

Even while she is here, I will 
plant my first seeds — lettuces, 
spinach, chard, onions, radishes. If 
she stays a while, she will still be 
around when I harvest the first 
radishes in a few short weeks. 

Spring revives the plants and 
trees and flowers that have been 
sleeping for months in a world so 
cold I feared they might never 
wake up. I will walk through the 
yard to greet cach one. At the same 
time, I will also commune with my 
friends and relatives, some dead, 
who gave them to me. 

The lilacs came originally from 
my mother’s parents, then through 
my parents, and finally to me. It is 
a source of family pride that each 
of us three children has Grandpa's 
lilacs in the yards of our homes. 

Although they have grown very 
slowly in the sandy, acidic soil of 
Crawford County, the Hlac bushes 
have hung on. I mentally thank my 
grandfather for his gift and recall 
that my grandmother used to make 
lovely purple and white lilac bou- 
quets for us each May. 

Columbine from my _ father’s 
mother grows wildly in the back of 
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child abuse disgusting and gut 
wrenching. The very thought of it 
makes some people so mad they 
could push a child abuser’s face 
through a wall. 

1 wish solving the problem was 
that simple but {t's not. One of the 
biggest problems its just uncover. 
ing it. The victims are often so 
young and helpless. (See part one 
on child abuse in Crawford County 
beginning on page 1 of this week's 
Avalanche). 

What can we do? 

Take care of your children, Take 
more responsibility, if need be, 
with relatives and close friends. If 
you know someone with problems, 
demand that he or she seeks help. 
With 197 cases reported in the last 
15 months, there is bound to be 
someone reading this who knows of 
a child abuse situation not reported 
yet. You have to do something im- 
mediately. It won’t be pleasant but 
play hardball. Turn them in to the 
Department of Social Services or 
local police if they won’t seek help. 
Action is required in this situation. 
This is a serious problem with 
serious stakes. If one more child in 
this county gets abused, it’s one too 
many. 


the house. It is a simple form, with 
burnished red and yellow flowers. 
Grandma pulled the seeds from the 
plant after it had blossomed and 
gave them to me one June years 
ago. 

When I see my columbine, I see 
my grandmother, working in her 
own garden and yard into her 
eighties. Only in the final months of 
her life did she move in with a 
daughter’s family. She baked 
bread three days before her quick 
death. I want to be like her. 

The lilies of the valley came from 
my father. I smell their blossoms 
by the front porch each time I go in 
and out of the house throughout the 
month of May. 

Unlike my dad, who is now too ill 
to garden seriously, they are in- 
vincible. I moved them from the 
north to the east side of the house 
several years ago, to make room 
for myrtle and crazy jack from 
friends, but they refuse to leave 
their original home. So I have stop- 
ped irying to transplant them. 
They can have the north, the west, 
whatever spots they want. 

One peony plant near the drive- 
way came from my mother’s friend 
Elizabeth. Dead now from cancer, 
she remains alive in my memory in 
the magnificent, delicate pink blos- 
soms that cover the plant each 
June. 

It is hard to transplant a peony, 
say the gardening experts. It puts 
down roots and doesn’t want to 
move. I am like the peony plant. 
Maybe — maybe — I could leave 
my house someday, but how could I 
ever leave my land? My family and 
friends are here. 

My dog Buddy lies buried out 
back, beneath the bleeding heart 
given to me by a friend. The plant’s 
name describes my condition per- 
fectly as I recall the day we dug his 
grave and laid him in it. 

IT have bearded irises from my 
father that he planted for me out 
near the well. From my friends, 1 
have orange day lilies which last 
for weeks, hens and chicks which 
reproduce = faithfully, gallardia 
which spreads boldly, and mint 
which flavors my tea. 

From my mother’s friends, 
whose own gardens are works of 
art, Ihave been given daisies, coral 
bells, coreopsis, calliguia and 
flowers with names I never knew or 
can't recall, 

This spring, I expect crocuses 
and tulips and daffodils, whose 
bulbs Dave planted last October. I 
wasn't with him that day, so they 
wiil be a special surprise because | 
don't know where to look for them. 

Soon, my yard will be a festival 
of color and memories. Spring, the 
little temptress, will perform the 
festival's opening ceremonies — 
when she arrives. And she is 
coming. Any time now. And 1 am 
waiting patiently.

24-Hr. Emergency Phone

The Beaver Creek 
Fire Department has 
installed an  emer- 
gency telephone that 
will be available to the 
public 24 hours a day. 

Te Holtcamp, 
Beaver Creek Fire 
Chief, said that the 
cost-free, telephone 
has direct access to the 
Crawford County 
Sheriff Department's 
central dispatch, and 
can be used to summon 
all types of emergency 
services, including but 
not limited to fire, 
police, ambulance, and 
wrecker services. 

The telephone is lo- 
cated on the front of 
the fire hall, and will 
be lighte? by a red 
lamp for easy recog- 
nition. 

Holtcamp said that 
there were several 
reasons why the fire 
department decided to 
place the emergency 
telephone at the fire 
Station. Most people 
associate fire depart- 
ments with help and 
safety, he said, so it of- 
fers a non-threatening 
access. The fire station 
is also centrally lo- 
cated in the township, 
andisclose to I-78.

Statewide Trout and Salmon Regulations 


Under the authority of Act 230 of the Public Acts of 1925, as amended, being sec- 
tions 300.1 to 300.5 of the Michigan Compiled Laws, the Natural Resources Com- 
mission, at its February 10, 1989, meeting, ordered that for a period of four years: 


The open season on lake trout in Lake Huron and its tributary streams and in Lake 
Michigan and its tributary streams shail be from May 1 through Labor Day. 


On the Great Lakes and connectirs, waters the size limit for trout and salmon shail 
be 10° and the possession limit shall be 5 fish singly or in combination but no more 
than 3 of any one species except pink salmon nor more than 2 lake trout or splake 
from Lake Michigan. A bonus of 5 pink salmon may be taken from the St. Mary's 


River from the fast Saturday in April through September 30. 


On inland lakes the size limit on trout and salmon shall be 10° and the possession 
liinit shall be 5 in any combination. On streams from the last Saturday in April to 
September 30 the size limit on trout and salmon shail be 7° in the Upper Peninsula 
and 8" in tho Lower Peninsula and the possession limit shall be 10 in any combina- 
tion but no more than 3 over 16” unless they are pink salmon; at all other times of 
the year on streams open to extended trout and salmon fishing the size limit shall 
be 16" and the possession limit shai! be 3 trout or salmon in any combination. 


This order modifies the Commission order entitled “Statewide Trout and Salmon 
Regulations," effective April 1, 1988 and assigned number CFI-104.68. 


This order shall take effect on April 1, 1989, znd shall remain effective through 


March 31,1993.

Chicken and Chip Casserole 

144 c. chicken, cooked and diced 

1% c. chicken broth or 2 bouillon 
cubes in 144 c. water 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) shell macaroni, cook- 
ed and drained 

1 c. processed American cheese, 
cubed 

4 c. ripe olives, chopped 

1can (40z.) mushrooms, drained 

4c. slivered almonds 

2tbsp. butter

Combine chicken, broth, 
macaroni, and cheese and stir over 
low heat until cheese melts. Add 
olives, mushrooms and almonds. 
(Pimiento could also be added) 
pour into 2-quart casserole and 
bake at 350° for 20-30 minutes, until 
golden brown and hot. Just before 
serving, rim the casserole with big 
potato chips. 

If you are eating oat bran for 
dietary fiber, you might want to 
check the box label. Not all oat 
bran on the market is 100% oat 
bran, but has other parts of the oat 
groat included. Pure oat bran 
should have dietary fiber of ap- 
proximately 28-30%. 

In the for-what-it’s-worth depart- 
ment: a recent issue of Consumer 
Reports gave the results of tests on 
plastic wraps. The article noted 
that some wraps are made of poly- 
vinylidine chloride or polyviny) 
chloride and contain plasticizers, 
chemicals that impart flexibility. 
Some people feel that the use of 
plasticizers may present a health 
hazard. While this has not been 
proven, it is known that the plasti- 
cizer can leach into food if there is 
direct, lengthy contact between the 
plastic and the food, especially food 
that has a lot of fat on the surface. 
The higher the temperature, the 
greater the leaching, so that food 
being cooked or heated in a micro- 
wave oven should not be in direct 
contact with the plastic wrap. It is 
recommended that the wrap be at 
least one inch away from the food.

Recipes

Other plastic wraps are made of 
polyethylene, a plastic that re- 
quires no plasticizers. If you check 
the boxes in the store, only those 
wraps made of polyethylene will 
state that. Other brands simply say 
‘fa plastic wrap’’. 

If you like to serve warm bread 
or rolls and do not make them from 
scratch, by all means go to your 
public library and get the book 
“Bake Breads from Frozen 
Dough”’ by Sylvania Ogren. It gives 
lots of tips on handling and using 
frozen bread dough or rolls, in- 
cluding thawing the frozen dough in 
the microwave, shaping dough and 
adding special flavorings such as 
honey, nuts, fruit, raisins, herbs, 
etc. You can even make ham- 
burger or hot dog buns. This recipe 
was not included in that book, but 
was a prizewinning recipe in Better 
Homes and Gardens. It is suggest- 
ed that one loaf be iced and served 
and the other loaf wrapped and 
frozen without icing. 

Apricot Chocolate Loaves 

1c. dried apricots, snipped 

%c. Water 

¥%c. packed brown sugar 

4c. semisweet chocolate pieces 
116 02. loaf bread dough, thawed 
4 c. witted powdered sugar 

¥ tsp. vanilla 

1tbsp. milk 

Bring apricots and water to a 
boil; reduce heat and simmer 
about 10 minutes or until water is 
absorbed. Stir in brown sugar till 
dissolved. Stir in chocolate pieces 
till melted. Cool. On floured sur- 
face, divide bread dough in half. 
Roll one half into an 8 inch square. 
Place on greased baking sheet. 
Spread half of the filling in a 4 inch 
wide strip down the center of the 


‘dough, leaving 2 inches on each 


side. Slit dough at 1 inch intervals 
along each side of filling. Fold 
strips diagonally over filling, al- 
ternating from side to side. Repeat 
with remaining dough and filling. 
Cover and iet rise till double, about 
1 hour. Bake at 350° about 30 
minutes or till golden. Cool on wire 
rack. Combine powdered sugar, 
vanilla and enough of the milk to 
make icing of drizzling consisten- 
cy. Drizzle over loaves.
